A pot of pink roses—a Mothers’ day 
gift from a male admirer—reopened a 
domestic quarrels of three months’ 
standing in the home of Anton Cer- 
vanka, 2321 South Sawyer avenue, yes- 
tdrday and led him to kill hie wife. 
Barbara. 

Cervanka, a 50 year old tobacconist, 
nes in the bridewell hospital with a 
bullet wound in his right temple, in- 
flicted, he says, by his wife before he 
shot her. The police are inclined to 
believe his story, although it first ap- 
peared as if he had shot his wife and 
then turned the weapon on himself. 


Stories Told Police. 


The details of the trouble which pre- 
ceded the double shooting were gath- 
cred by the police from the wounded 
man, his four children, and Harry Gur- 
gan, 47 years old, 1906 South Kedzie 
avenue, the admirer of Mrs. Cervanka. 
who sent the roses. 

Gurgan and Mrs. Cervanka, it ap- 
pears, first became acquainted through 
a flirtation in a Douglas boulevard 
movie theater three months ago. Cer- 
venka, according to his sons, had neg- 
lected his wife for other women whom 
he would meet in his cigar store at 
3846 West 26th street. Frequent quar- 
rels led Mrs. Cervenka to have her 
husband arrested on a disorderly con- 
duct charge three months ago. The 
charge was dropped and a reconcilia- 
tion effected. 

Father Trails Sons. 

Yesterday morning Gurgan called 
William, Cervenka’s 18 year old son 
on the phone, and asked him to meet 
him at 26th street and Kedzie avenue. 
William, accompanied by his brother. 
Jerry, kept the appointment and Gur- 
gan handed him the pot of roses for 
his mother. Cervenka, unknown to his 
sons, had Yollowed them. 

When they recurned Cervenka sent 
William to the garage and his 13 year 
old daughter, Olga, to sweep off the 
back porch. The other two sons, 
Jerry and Anton Jr., were out. A few 
minutes later two shots were heard. 
Husbaud and wife were found lying 
on the bathroom floor. Both were 
taken to St. Anthony’s hospital where 
Mrs. Cervenka died. Cervenka was re- 
moved to the bridewell hospital where 
he made a statement. 

“I was washing in the bathroom 
when Barbara came in, took a revolver 
from my coat hanging on a hook, and 
shot me,” he said. “I fell down. She 
dropped the revolver and I picked it 
up. That's all I remember.” 

Gurgan and the son, William, are 
being held as witnesses to appear at 
the inquest today.

ground in the world, in the opinion 
of the American Bible society, which 
announced in its annual report that 
a total of 7,101,289 Bibles were distrib 
uted last year, an increase of 2,538,222 
over the previous.twelve months. 

Of this number, 2,901,937 were sent 
from Bible house, Astor place, for use 
in the United States, and 3,245,090 for 
foreign. lands, including .18,334 for 
American insular possessions, 

State Bibie societies in Massachu- 
setts, Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont and Maryland -cojperated with 
the national organizations and distrib- 
uted 300,000 volumes. Bibles in forty- 
two different languages were required 
for the distribution in Massachusetts, 
now one of the most polyglot of states.

A LESSON FOR US FROM 
JUTLAND. 


There is a lesson for the American people in the 
battle of Jutland which a reading of recent reviews 
of that epic combat will make clear. The lesson 
derives from the fact that England saved her fleet 
and her naval stipremacy only because she had 
a vastly preponderant force. It was a test of her 
farseeing policy and by it that policy was justified. 
Undoubtedly the British people were confident 
that ship for ship their fleet was better than the 
German; that their ships were superior in design, 
armament, and equipment to: those of Germany; 
that they could outmaneuver: and outshoot the 
Germans; and that in any equal contest victory 
was secure to the British jack. Probably British 
expert opinion was less confident on some of these 
points, but in the main there was undoubtedly in 
the navy no serious fear of its ability to beat the 
Germans ship for ship.
